Mining Difficulties Overcome.
A FLUME-FIFTEEN MILES LONG BCILT IN TEN
WEEKS—METUOD OF CONSTRUCTION.

A Nevada paper describes a fifteen-mile
flome which bas just been compléted in that
State at a east of a quarter of a million dol-
lars, It is ivtended to supply seversl millg
aod mines owped by its proprietors with the
timber and fuel they need. These mills apd
mines consume ahout 40,000 cords of wood
per year, and as fire-wood costs from S11 to
212 per cord, and timber from 322 to §24 per
1,000 feet, a great saving is expected. The
eogineering dificulties consisted mainly,
of course, in the mountainous character
of the country. Even in the foot-hills,
where to find a good course would seem
an casy matter, the ground is broken by
gulebes and steep declivitles, with outlets
running at right angles to the direction of
the flume. At some poiots the great canons
bave made the matters of grade and Lurn
problems of serious dificulty, only to be
overcome by engineering skill and bigh snd
beavy trestle-work. The country was almost
unknown because of Its height, apd the en-
gioeer bad to trust entirely to bis sagacity
aund professional experience. The flume
commences in the Truckee Meadows at
Hufiiker’s station. Thenpce it extends across
the valley and foot-hills in a southwesterly di-
rection lor five miles. The course then
changes t6 the portbwest to the base of the
mountains, a distance of eight miles, From
the foot of the mountsins the flume winds
up tbrough the gorges and casous oo
an average grade of sixteen inches
to sixteen feet, The sharpest fall is
three feet in six, which, however, is only
for 200 feet, The grade above this fall is
gradually sccommodated so that the foree of
the descent is much diminished. The flume
is of the V shape, mide of 24-inch planks
two inches in thickvess, and has a capacity
of at least 500 cords of fire-wood per day,
or of 500,080 fcet of tinber. In several re-
spects it- differs trom 'any flume yet con
structed, and bas been ratber more expen-
give in consequence, as it is intended to last
st leust twelve years, To guin a uniform
grade (an indispensuble requisite in so pre.
cipitous a country, where heavy tiamber is to
be floated,) it was found pecessary to build
the flurue on trestle-work and stringers from
one end to the other. The trestle-work,
which in some places is forty-eight feet high,
is substantinl enough to support a parrow-
gauge railroad, it Deing thoroughly braced
longitudinully and aeros+, <o thut no break
«an extend furtber thun the length of
a single box—sixteen feet, All the malo sup-
ports, which are five feet apart, are firmly
set in mud-sills, To complete this flume has
tuken ten weeks, Io that time all the trestle-
work, stringers, and boxes huve been put
in pluce. The method of constructlon bas
been siwple and rapid, At vurions given
points water could be turned ob, and as the
boxes were laid others were floated through,
and the flume wouid float the mnaterial for its
own creation, The greatest doy’s work was
a guarter of a mile. Four gangs of thirty
men esch bave dope the work. It has re-
quuired 2,000,000 feet of lumber and twenty
tous of nails to build the Alume. The resers
voirs are models of solidity, ‘The upper one
is GO0 feet long with an average depth of
ten feet; the otheris 1,100 feet long, with a
depth of 1en feet, A ditch nesrly two miles
loog briogs the water to the first reservoir,
whenee it is conveyed three miles anda
quarter to the flume by means of a feeder,
whieh is a strong square box, wellTuaced,
capable of carrying 450 iuches of water. A’
stream of pure water large ewnough to sup-
ply Yirgicia €iry rushes through this feeder,
The main supply of water is drawn from
Hunter’s creek, which i3 diverted from
its bed mnear the source by dams, and
its waters collected in WO reservoirs.
There is another feeder of the same
capucity  four miles in length, which
drains Thomas's creek aud coonects with
the flame halt-waf down the mountain,
The purpose of this sccand immense feeder
(tbrouch which un smount of water equal
to the tirst lows) is to supply whatever waste
way baye oceurred down to its peintof junc-
tion. The timber, thickly covering 12,000
acres, owped by the company, is mainly fir,
vellow pine, and tamurack. The superin-
tendent calculites that he will be uble to ob-
tain from the forest 500,000 cords of fire-
wood and 100,000,000 feet ol saw-logs of an
averaze dinweter of twenty-eight inches, and
30,000,000 feet of hewn limber.

STATE ProPERTY W RicmwoNp—How p
WwAS Acquirep.—There bas: been  always
some mystery as to the source from which
thie Btate procured thbe Capitol Square and
otber property owned by her in Richmond,
In 1860 the Attorney-General was directed
to investigate and report on the same, bot by
reason of the war shortly bresking out no-
thing was done by him, spd the matter rested
vatil the present summer, Strange to say,
in the archives of the Government there was
no record which would show what property
was owned by the State, and the idea pre-
vailed that the Cupitol Square nnd Armory
properly were donations to the State, with
reservations that when ‘these properties
should cease to be used for pubiic purposes
they should revert to the donors or their
beire, Sowme said that Colonel Byrd, otbers
that James Gunn, some that Parson Bnchin-
ap, others toat Dr, Turpin, bad presented

the grounds now enclosed and koown us the
Capitol Square. But a recent examination

made by Colonel Bassett French, under

authority of the Executive, shows conclu-

sively that the title of the State was peitber

acquired by gift or purchase, but by the ex-

ercise of the right of eminent domain—a con-

demoation under a writ of ad quod damnum,

Io 1779 the House of Burgesses ordered

the removal of the seat of government from

Williamsburg to Ricbmond, and appointed
